BACKGROUND:

On February 28, 2006, Sawyer Disposal Services, LLC (SDS) requested to modify its
solid waste management facility permit. SDS currently holds North Dakota Solid Waste
Permit TS-026, which governs an Intermodal Station located in Sawyer, North Dakota,
and Permit ID-110, which governs a large-volume industrial waste landfill. This
memorandum concerns Permit ID-110, which allows operation of a large-volume
industrial waste landfill. The facility is located one mile west on North Dakota Highway
52, eight miles south on Ward County Road 23, and one mile west on North Dakota
Highway 23. The legal coordinates are: W1/2 of Section 19, Township 152N, Range
81W, and SW1/4 of Section 7, Township 152, Range 81W of Ward County.

The Department believes that a permit which meets the requirements of the North
Dakota Solid Waste Management Rules and is protective of human health and the
environment can be issued to Sawyer Disposal Services, LLC and has prepared a Draft
Permit for public review and comment.

PUBLIC COMMENTS AND HEARING

As required by Section 33-20-03.1-03 of the North Dakota Administrative Code, the
Draft Permit will be available for public review and comment for thirty (30) days following
publication of the Public Notice. During that period any interested person may submit
written comments and request a public hearing by stating the nature of the specific
issues to be raised. A fifteen (15) day notice will be provided before any hearing is
scheduled. The North Dakota Department of Health will consider all comments prior to
taking any action on the permit. Comments, questions, and written communication
should be directed to:
